Roache  finds  ‘sufficient  evidence’ 
for  hearing  alleged  beating  case 

Huang’s  lawyer  prepares  suit

CASE  UPDATES:  There  is 
now  “sufficient  evidence  to 
convene  a  hearing’’  in  the 
alleged  May  1  police  brutality 
case  in  Chinatown,  Boston  Po¬ 
lice  Comr.  Francis  M.  Roache 
announced  last  Saturday. 

The  hearing  is  expected  to  be 
in  early  June,  and  it  will  be  open 
to  the  public  if  Francis  G.  Kelly 
Jr.,  the  vice  squad  detective 
who  allegedly  beat  up  Long 
Quang  Huang,  wanted  it  open. 

The  commissioner,  through 
Det.  Robert  E.  O’Toole,  director 
of  informational  services, 
stressed  that  the  evidence  is 
based  only  on  an  “interim 
finding’’  and  that  the  internal 
police  investigation  is  “ongoing 
and  continuing.’’ 


A  hearing  officer,  whose  role 
is  similar  to  that  of  a  judge,  is 
expected  to  be  named  in  the  next 
few  days.  Michael  Powers,  a 
member  of  the  commissioner’s 
legal  staff,  will  question  wit¬ 
nesses,  who  will  be  cross- 
examined  by  Kelly  or  his  attor¬ 
ney. 

The  hearing  will  consider 
charges  that  Kelly  violated  three 
departmental  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions: —“Conduct  of  a  police 
officer,”  Rule  102,  Section  3; 
“Truthfulness  in  filing  official 
reports,”  Rule  102,  Section  23; 
and  “Use  of  non-lethal  force,” 
Rule  104,  Section  2. 

Meanwhile,  Kelly  has  been 
assigned  to  administrative  du¬ 
ties  pending  the  outcome  of  the 
investigation.  O’Toole  said  the 
detective  had  not  been  on  his 


usual  beat  with  the  Bureau  of 
Investigative  Services  since  May 
11. 

Regarding  the  soliciting  and 
assault  and  battery  charges 
against  Huang,  O’Toole  told  The 
SAMPAN  that  the  police  depart¬ 
ment  has,  at  this  point,  “no 
determination  to  drop  the 
charges.” 

Asked  if  the  police  investiga¬ 
tion  had  probed  whether  the 
alleged  beating  was  racially 
motivated,  O’Toole  said:  ‘‘I 
don’t  think  it’s  an  issue.” 

*Huang,  the  recent  immi¬ 
grant  from  Quangdong  who 
speaks  no  English,  was  given  a 
‘  ‘status  continuance’  ’  to  June  19 
at  his  arraignment  last  Wednes¬ 
day. 

In  the  courtroom  awaiting  the 
court  procedures,  Huang  sat 
silently  in  one  of  the  front  pews 
with  his  wife,  who  seemed 
distraught  and  shaken  by  the 
tremendous  attention  given  the 
couple  since  the  incident. 

By  10  a.m. ,  the  Boston  Munic¬ 
ipal  Courtroom  was  jammed 
with  as  many  as  150  members  of 
the  Boston  Asian  American 
community  Who  had  been  fol¬ 
lowing  intently  the  alleged  beat¬ 
ing  incident. 

Mrs.  Huang  stayed  at  the  side 
of  her  husband  throughout  the 
morning  session,  leaning 
against  him  and  weeping.  When 
Huang  was  called  to  the  stand, 
she  helped  him  to  his  feet  and 
stood  beside  him  as  Judge 
Barbara  Dortch  questioned  her 
husband  through  a  court  inter¬ 
preter. 

Dortch:  “Mr.  Huang,  can  you 
understand  what  is  going  on 
here  today? 

No  response. 

Dortch:  “Is  he  able  to  re¬ 
spond?” 

Huang:  (Through  interpreter 
Anna  Wong  Yee)  “I  don’t  know 
why.  I  don’t  understand  what 
this  is  all  about.” 

Silence. 

Huang:  “I  cannot  speak....  I 
did  not  hit  police.”

Unity  perhaps  unprecedented 

Committee  lists  demands

Asian  Americans,  outraged 
by  the  alleged  beating  of  recent 
Chinese  immigrant  Long  Quang 
Huang  by  a  Vice  Squad  detective 
May  1,  reacted  with  extra¬ 
ordinary  unity  and  speed  that  is 
perhaps  unprecedented  in  the 
history  of  the  community. 

Many  community  members 
attended  meeting  after  meeting 
in  the  past  two  weeks  to  organize 
a  petition  drive,  draft  a  public 
statement,  hold  a  press  con¬ 
ference,  and  rally  people  to  show 
up  at  the  May  15  arraignment  of 
Huang  in  the  Boston  Municipal 
Court. 

The  Committee  to  Support 
Long  Quang  Huang,  formed 
several  days  after  the  incident, 
felt  that  much  more  needed  to  be 
done  to  keep  the  pressure  on  the 
Boston  Police  Departement. 
Committee  members  will  meet 
with  other  concerned  minority 
groups  in  the  next  few  days  to 
form  a  more  broad-based  effort. 
One  meeting  has  been  planned 
for  May  23  at  6:30  p.m.  at  the 
Quincy  Community  School. 

The  Committee  has  also  in¬ 
vited  Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn 
and  Police  Comr.  Francis  M. 
Roache  to  separate  community¬ 
wide  meeting  on  June  3  at  the 
Quincy  School  Community 
Council. 

To  date,  over  3,000  petition 
signatures  demanding  justice 
for  Huang  and  the  community 
have  been  collected,  and  an 
increasing  number  of  people, 
including  many  high  school 
students,  have  volunteered  to 
help,  according  to  Suzanne  Lee, 
who  is  co-chairing  the  Com¬ 
mittee  with  David  Wong. 

A  trust  fund  set  up  in  Huang’s 
name  at  the  Provident  Institute 
of  Savings  has  so  far  received 
over  $2,000  in  donations,  Wong 
said. 

Family  Unaccustomed 
To  Publicity 

The  alleged  police  brutality 
case  has  attracted  a  lot  of  media 
attention  beside  the  Asian 
American  community’s  sense  of 
outrage. 

Unaccustomed  to  this  kind  of 
publicity,  Huang’s  wife,  Bao 
Tang  said  she  felt  ashamed  and 
embarrassed. 

“Other  people  come  to  this 
country  to  work,”  she  said.  “We 
come  to  this  country  to  work, 
too,  but  this  (arrest)  had  to 
happen  to  us.  Whenver  I  think 
about  it  at  night,  I  am  sad  and 
cannot  sleep.” 


Huang,  released  from  the 
New  England  Medical  Center  on 
May  10,  is  said  to  be  doing  a  lot 
better  emotionally  and  physi¬ 
cally,  according  to  Anne  Speak- 
man,  spokesperson  for  the 
NEMC. 

While  in  the  hospital,  Huang 
underwent  a  series  of  tests,  and 
it  has  been  determined  that  he 
has  no  serious  or  permanent 
physical  injury,  Speakman  said. 

Huang’s  niece,  Cynthia,  how¬ 
ever,  said  that  her  uncle  is 
talking  a  lot  less  since  the 
incident,  and  has  not  gained  his 
normal  appetite  for  food. 

Mayor  Flynn  Shows  Concern 

In  an  effort  to  calm  and  assure 
the  community  that  a  “fair  and 
thorough”  investigation  will  be 
conducted,  Mayor  Flynn  made 
an  appearance  at  the  May  6 
community  meeting  called  by 
the  Chinese  Consolidated  Be¬ 
nevolent  Assn. 

Flynn  said:  ‘  ‘I  will  not  tolerate 
this  kind  of  conduct  by  anybody, 
especially  the  police.  There  will 
be  no  wrist-slapping.  If  we  found 
there  is  wrong-doing,  you  can  be 
well  assured  that  every  single 
step  will  be  taken  by  this 
administration.” 

‘  ‘I  have  the  highest  respect  for 
the  people  in  this  community.  I 
will  continue  to  work  so  that  the 
elderly  will  get  decent  housing, 
young  people  will  get  a  decent 
education,  and  people  like  Mr. 
Huang  will  get  training  to  get  a 
decent  job,”  the  mayor  said. 

The  same  morning,  Flynn 
accompanied  Huang  to  the 
NEMC  for  a  detailed  examina¬ 
tion  at  no  expense  to  the  Huang 
family.  He  also  gave  four  gro¬ 
cery  bags  of  Chinese  food  to  the 
family. 

Demands  Outlined  At  Meeting 

Despite  the  show  of  concern 
and  pledge  of  action  from  city 
and  police  officers,  many  com¬ 
munity  members  felt  that  the 
authorities  should  look  beyond 
the  Huang  incident. 

At  a  second  community  meet¬ 
ing  May  9  called  by  the  Asians 
for  Justice  coalition,  more  than 
300  people  attended  and  dis¬ 
cussed  the  larger  issues  brought 
up  by  the  Huang  incident.  When 
questions  and  demands  were 
raised,  they  were  also  followed 
by  loud  applause  from  the 
audience. 

Michael  Liu,  a  resident  in  the 
South  End  who  said  he  grew  up 
in  Chinatown,  said:  “Why,  in

Long  Quang  Huang 

We  sat  behind  him  in  a  Boston 
Municipal  Courtroom,  watching 
his  wife  weep  as  a  zealous 
reporter  from  a  New  York 
Chinese  newspaper  hovered 
over  him  like  a  vulture  to  eaves¬ 
drop  and  to  ask  one  too  many 
question. 

We  saw  the  reporter’s  com¬ 
panion,  a  photographer,  thrust¬ 
ing  her  camera  up  close,  snap¬ 
ping  pictures  of  the  couple  from 
the  front,  back,  left,  and  right. 

We  saw  him  straggle  to  the 
stand,  helped  by  his  wife  and  a 
friend  from  the  benevolent  asso¬ 
ciation,  only  to  tell  the  judge  he 
didn’t  have  an  inkling  of  what 
went  on. 

We’ve  seen  him  on  the 
evening  news  —  his  eyes  always 
down  as  if  in  shame  —  as  the 
burning  television  lights  let  us 
pick  up  sordid  details  of  his  little 
home  in  the  South  End. 

We’ve  had  calls  from  report¬ 
ers  asking  for  exclusive  inter¬ 
views  with  him,  reporters  who 
assume  that  they  never  have  to 
ask  for  his  permission. 

And  we  gathered  300  strong, 
clamoring  for  justice  in  his  name 
—  perhaps  never  giving  a 
thought  for  his  private  life,  and 
for  the  private  lives  of  his  close 
relatives. 

We  have  made  him  the  front 
man  for  a  just  cause,  regardless 
of  whether  he  was  willing  to  play 
the  part. 

And  yet,  as  ironies  often 
happen,  without  the  constant 
coverage  from  the  media  and 
without  cries  from  the  communi¬ 
ty,  Long  Quang  Huang  could 
easily  have  been  forgotten.  He 
would  have  just  been  another 
victim  without  recourse.

Lee:  “Yes,...  He  can  hear,  but 
he’s  quite  sick.” 

The  defense  then  asked  for  a 
continuance.  Judge  Dortch 
granted  the  “status”  contin¬ 
uance  to  determine  if  Huang  was 
well  enough  to  stand  trial. 

With  that,  the  second  appear¬ 
ance  in  court  for  Huang  was 
over.  On  May  2,  Judge  Walter 
Hurley  sent  Huang  home  be¬ 
cause  he  felt  the  man  was  too 
badly  injured  to  go  through  the 
arraignment  procedure. 

*On  the  same  day  that  Huang 
appeared  in  court,  Audrey 
Manns,  the  29-year-old  prosti¬ 
tute  who  is  considered  a  key 
witness  to  the  incident,  pleaded 
guilty  to  charges  that  she 
solicited  Huang  before  his  ar¬ 
rest. 

Manns,  escorted  by  six  Bos¬ 
ton  Police  detectives,  entered 
her  plea  during  the  afternoon 
session.  The  prostitute  managed 
to  avoid  greater  public  exposure 
by  not  appearing  in  the  morning 
session,  when  the  media  and 
members  of  the  Asian  American 
community  filled  the  12  pews  in 
the  courtroom  and  stood  six  or 
seven  deep  in  the  back  and  also 
along  the  side  aisles. 

Manns  was  called  twice  in  the 
morning  but  failed  to  appear. 
Just  before  noon,  after  a  court 
recess,  she  came  out  of  a  side 
room,  her  face  shielded  by  a 
newspaper.  Judge  Dortch  gave 
her  a  three-month  suspended 
sentence  and  a  year’s  probation 
on  charges  of  soliciting  sexual 
conduct  for  a  fee. 

Manns  was  then  escorted  out 
of  the  courtroom  through  a 
private  door  by  the  six  detec¬ 
tives,  several  of  whom  were 
identifed  as  from  the  vice  squad. 
The  Boston  Globe  reported  last 
Thursday  that  two  of  the  detec¬ 
tives,  John  Pumphret  and 
George  Foley,  had  arrested 
Manns  on  prostitution  charges 
on  previous  occasions  over  the 
last  three  years. 

While  police  sometimes  will 
escort  witnesses  in  and  out  of 
court,  accused  prostitues  nor¬ 
mally  appear  alone.  Six  detec¬ 
tives  was  an  unusually  heavy 
guard,  court  observers  have 
noted.  Comr.  Roache  confirmed 
last  Saturday  that  the  escort 
service  is  now  part  of  the 
“ongoing”  internal  investiga¬ 
tion  by  his  department. 

Paul  Carrigan,  Mann’s  attor¬ 
ney,  told  The  SAMPAN  last 
Friday  he  sought  probation  for 
Manns  “because  she  does  have 
a  record,  and  the  plea  and 
request  for  probation  is  not  out 
of  line  for  this  type  of  situation.” 

‘  ‘There  was  a  good  chance  for 
her  to  get  probation,”  Carrigan 
said,  ‘  ‘because  she  did  assist  the 
police  officer  in  displaying  his 
badge,  and  she  did  assist  him  in 
making  the  radio  call  for  backup 
by  setting  the  right  channel 
under  his  direction.” 

Why  did  she  assist  Kelly? 
Carrigan  was  asked. 

“She  had  fear  for  her  own 
safety  from  the  group  that  had 
gathered  at  the  scene....  She 
was  actually  sitting  in  the  back 


seat.  She  climbed  over  the  seat 
because  she  determined  he 
needed  assistance,”  Carrigan 
said. 

Didn’t  she  yell,  ‘Kelly,  Kelly, 
that’s  not  the  guy,  that’s  the 
wrong  one!’?  Carrigan  was 
asked. 

Carrigan:  “There’s  a  general 
problem  with  recalling  the  exact 
words  used....  I  can’t  tell  you 
what  happened  exactly.  She  may 
have  said,  ‘Kelly,  leave  him 
alone,  take  me  instead!”’ 

He  also  said  he  “had  no  idea 
that  she  was  escorted”  by  the  six 
detectives  since  Manns  was 
expected  to  appear  in  court  on 
her  own  and  not  with  him. 

“She’s  almost  as  unavailable 
to  me  as  she  is  to  the  press,” 
Carrigan  said  about  Manns,  who 
reportedly  is  now  living  with  her 
boyfriend’s  mother.  “She 
doesn’t  want  to  be  involved.” 

Finally,  the  attorney  said  his 
client  ‘  ‘has  not  been  called  as  a 
witness”  by  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment’s  investigating  teams  that 
are  looking  into  the  incident. 
“She  doesn’t  have  to  speak,” 
Carrigan  added. 

‘Virginia  Lee,  the  attorney 
who  has  taken  the  task  of 
defending  Huang  for  free,  told 
The  SAMPAN  May  20  that  she 
will  soon  file  a  civil  suit  against 
Det.  Kelly  and  the  Boston  Police 
Department  regardless  of  the 
outcome  of  Huang’s  criminal 
trial. 

“We  don’t  have  anything 
drafted,”  a  tired  Lee  said  in  a 
brief  interview.  ‘  ‘The  civil  suit  is 
irrelevant  to  us  at  this  point 
because  we’re  concentrating  on 
the  criminal  case  (against 
Huang).” 

With  the  guilty  plea  by  Manns 
and  the  support  the  prostitute 
apparently  has  from  several 
police  detectives  who  escorted 
her  to  court  May  15,  Lee  said  she 
now  has  a  more  difficult  task  of 
getting  Huang  acquitted. 

“I  have  great  confidence  in 
Roache,”  Lee  said,  referring  to 
the  commissioner’s  announce¬ 
ment  to  convene  an  early  June 
hearing  on  Kelly’s  conduct.  “I 
think  Roache  is  acting  very 
professionally,  but  we’re  seri¬ 
ously  worried  about  the  behavior 
of  some  of  his  officers  in  their 
treatment  of  the  prostitute.” 

Lee  said  her  office  has  re¬ 
ceived  many  calls  from  the  Asian 
American  community  —  so 
many  that  she  and  her  secre¬ 
taries  have  had  a  difficult  time 
getting  work  done. 

‘  ‘  Please  tell  them  to  call  only  if 
they’ve  got  important  informa¬ 
tion,”  she  said.  “They  just  don’t 
realize  how  much  work  there  is 
in  this  case.  ’ ' 

So  far,  Lee  said,  there  has  not 
been  any  Chinese  witness  will¬ 
ing  to  come  forward  with  an 
account  of  what  happened  May  1 
outside  31  Kneeland  St. 

‘  ‘Evidently  there  were  a  lot  of 
them  around,”  she  said.  “This 
is  a  plea  to  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity....  People  should  come 
forward.  It  shouldn’t  just  be  up 
to  the  White  witnesses  (the  only 
ones  who’ve  testified  so  far)  to 
decide  the  case.”

the  first  place,  is  there  prostitu¬ 
tion  in  our  community?  The 
whole  responsibility  of  this  in¬ 
cident  rests  on  the  city.  The 
Chinese  community  has  no  say 
on  what’s  happening  in  the 
community.  The  city  should 
compensate  Huang  for  any 
damages.” 

David  Moy,  program  director 
of  the  QSCC,  suggested  that  if 
Comr.  Roache  was  serious  in  his 
intentions  to  establish  better 
communication  with  the  Asian 
American  community  he  should 
start  by  hiring  more  Asian 
bilingued  officers  to  take  care  of 
the  needs  of  the  community. 

Shirley  Yuen,  a  counselor  at 
the  Chinese  American  Civic 
Assn.,  said  there  is  “apathy  and 
outright  hostility”  directed 
against  Asians.  “One  of  my 
students  experienced  five  in¬ 
cidents  of  racial  violence  (direct¬ 
ed  at  his)  house,”  Yuen  said. 
“Two  out  of  five  times,  the 
police  didn’t  respond.” 

“We  are  not  going  to  pack  our 
bags  and  go  back  to  the  old 
country,”  Peter  Kiang,  program 
director  of  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop,  said.  “We 
have  been  here  for  150  years. 
We  have  our  rights  in  this 
country,  and  we  are  here  to 
stay.” 

Former  state  representative 
and  mayoral  candidate  Melvin 
King,  City  Councillor  Charles 
Yancey,  and  several  members  of 
Black  community  groups  also 
gave  their  support  to  the  Asian 
community. 

The  May  9  meeting  ended 
with  the  drafting  of  eight  de¬ 
mands  to  be  presented  to  the 
mayor  and  the  police  commis¬ 
sioner.  The  demands  include: 
That  all  charges  against  Huang 


be  dropped;  that  he  be  fully 
compensated  by  the  city;  that 
Det.  Francis  G.  Kelly  Jr.  be 
suspended  without  pay  during 
the  internal  police  inquiry;  and 
that  the  police  conduct  a  “vig¬ 
orous  investigation,”  with  “ac¬ 
tive  participation  by  the  Asian 
community.” 

The  other  demands  were: 
That  “bilingual  police  officers 
be  deployed  in  all  units  and  all 
stations  which  serve  neighbor¬ 
hoods  where  large  Asian  popula¬ 
tion  live  or  work’  ’ ;  that  an  Asian 
American  be  appointed  to  the 
police  command  staff  level;  that 
a  community-based  civilian  re¬ 
view  board  be  established  to 
check  on  police  activities;  and, 
finally,  that  there  be  immediate 
plans  to  eliminate  the  Combat 
Zone. 

The  eight  demands  were  read 
at  a  press  conference  sponsored 
by  the  Committee  on  May  13. 

Meanwhile,  Martin  Walsh, 
regional  community  services 
director  at  the  US  Dept,  of 
Justice,  assured  members  of  the 
Committee  that  the  FBI  is 
monitoring  closely  the  Boston 
police  investigation. 

Walsh  said  that  the  police  has 
to  report  any  finding  of  criminal 
acts  to  the  US  District  Attorney, 
whose  office  will  then  move  to 
prosecute  the  person  involved. 

“It  is  important  for  you  to 
keep  monitoring,”  Walsh  said. 
“Make  sure  that  you  get  reports 
from  them.  If  you  are  not 
satisfied,  seek  a  meeting  with 
William  Weld  (US  Dist.  Atty.)  to 
see  what  his  office  can  do.” 

‘  ‘Boston  has  too  many  of  these 
type  of  incidents,”  he  said.  “I 
think  the  police  commissioner 
means  to  do  well,  but  there  are 
still  bad  apples  in  the  police 
department.”

Benevolent  Assn.  (CCBA)  re¬ 
cently  put  up  a  little  more  than 
$660,000  to  purchase  the  SCM 
building  at  50  Herald  St.  for

As  part  of  the  memorandum  of 
understanding  signed  with  Tufts

over  NEMC’s  option  to  purchase 
the  building  from  owner-devel¬ 
oper  Ronald  Drucker. 

Since  the  CCBA  has  not  yet 
obtained  any  funding  to  develop 
housing  at  the  site,  the  agency 
will  honor  the  lease  that  the 
present  tenant  has  with  NEMC 
and  continue  renting  the  build¬ 
ing  to  Teradyne,  a  computer 
company,  for  another  two  years, 
said  William  D.  Chin,  an  attor¬ 
ney  representing  the  CCBA  in 
this  transaction. 

The  unprecedented  agree¬ 
ment  signed  in  1983  between  the 
two  institutions  and  Chinatown 
allows  Tufts  to  proceed  with  the 
construction  of  the  Health, 
Science,  and  Education  Building 
(HSEB)  on  Harrison  Avenue, 
and  the  medical  center’s  renova¬ 
tion  of  15  and  35  Kneeland  St. 
and  a  new  Magnetic  Resonance 
Imaging  Building  on  Washing¬ 
ton  Street. 

In  return,  CCBA  received 
$600,000  from  the  two  institu¬ 
tions  to  be  used  towards  housing 
needs  in  the  community,  and 
$200,000  to  be  used  in  educa¬ 
tional  and  employment  training 
purposes.  The  $600,000  saved 
up  in  an  escrow  account  for  the 
past  years  accrued  enough  in¬ 
terest  that  the  CCBA  not  only 
can  pay  for  the  building  but  also 
the  legal  fees  for  the  transaction, 
said  Peter  Chan,  public  relations 
person  for  the  CCBA. 

With  the  other  monies,  social 
agencies  in  the  community  has 
set  up  a  medical  clerk  training 
program,  and  a  scholarship  for 
Asian  students  applying  to  Tufts 
University. 

NEMC  is  co-sponsoring  the 
job  training  program  so  that 
students  will  have  practiced 
experience  in  a  hospital  environ¬ 
ment  and  provide  job  placement 
after  they  graduate  from  the 
program,  said  Judith  Kurland, 
director  of  corporate  public 
affairs  at  NEMC. 

The  Scholarship  Committee 
set  up  in  the  community  to 
screen  and  select  recipients  of 
the  Tufts-CCBA  Scholarship  is 
also  looking  for  high  school 
Asian  youths  to  participate  in 
the  lab  intern  program  initiated 
by  NEMC,  an  act  to  show  the 
hospital’s  commitment  to  in¬ 
crease  recruitment  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  said  Kurland. 

Kurland  believes  that  with  the 
comprehensive  agreement 
drawn  in  1983,  “a  new  era  of 
cooperation  and  understanding 
and  empathy”  has  developed 
between  the  institution  and  the 
Chinese  community. 


As  to  the  construction  and 
renovation  projects  that  China¬ 
town  agreed  not  to  oppose, 
Kurland  said  most  are  near 
completion. 

Renovation  is  still  going  on  at 
15  Kneeland  St.,  the  new 
Tupper  Research  Institute,  and 
will  be  completed  in  April  1986. 
It  will  be  largely  used  as  a 
laboratory.  The  Magnetic  Res¬ 
onance  Imaging  Center  will  be 
opened  for  operation  in  August 
this  year.  The  building  on  35 
Kneeland  St.  will  be  a  mix-use 
building  with  a  data  center  and 
administrative  space. 

The  garment  factories  in  the 
building,  which  employ  large 
numbers  of  Chinese  women, 
have  all  been  relocated  to  older 
industrial  buildings  along  Sum¬ 
mer  Street,  according  to  Kur¬ 
land. 

The  first  stage  of  Tufts’ 
HSEB,  now  called  the  Sackler 
Center  for  Health  Communica¬ 
tions,  will  be  opened  for  opera¬ 
tion  in  August  in  time  for  classes 
to  begin  in  September.  As 
agreed  upon  in  the  memoran¬ 
dum,  Tufts  will  make  the  audi¬ 
torium  available  for  community 
use,  according  to  Henry  Banks, 
director  of  public  relations  at  the 
university.  The  second  stage 
(which  is  the  four-storey  health 
science  library)  will  not  be 
completed  until  January  1986, 
said  Banks. 

Other  than  the  four  projects  in 
the  works,  both  Kurland  and 
Banks  said  that  nothing  has  yet 
been  done  on  the  Tufts-NEMC 
master  plan  (outlining  a  broader 
package  of  10  separate  projects) 
which  has  also  been  a  bone  of 
contention  between  the  institu¬ 
tions  and  the  community.  Both 
institutions  are  supposed  to 
include  the  community  in  any 
future  development  planning 
process.  Kurland  stated  that 
NEMC  will  undoubtedly  go  to 
the  community  if  any  long-range 
planning  is  initiated.

Shopowners  say 
Boston  cop  used 
‘foul  language'

to  the  market. 

Nolan,  they  said,  presently 
approached  Mrs.  Wong  and  told 
her  to  move  the  vehicle. 

After  giving  her  a  ticket, 
Nolan  started  swearing  at  Mrs. 
Wong  to  move  the  truck,  al¬ 
though  Mrs.  Wong  said  she  told 
the  officer  that  she  was  unable  to 
drive  the  commercial  vehicle. 

Mrs.  Wong  said  Nolan  kept 
yelling  at  her,  “Move  the  f — ing 


truck,  get  the  f — ing  truck  out  of 
here,  you  f — ing  a-hole.” 

Witness  Albert  Cheung, 
manager  of  Sino  Video,  located 
opposite  See  Sun  Market,  cor¬ 
roborated  Mrs.  Wong’s  account, 
as  did  witness  Thanh  Phong 
Dao,  who  added  that  Nolan 
“was  very  hot-tempered.” 

Her  husband  Gary  Wong, 
hearing  the  screaming  from  a 
block  away,  returned  to  his  truck 
and  told  Nolan  not  to  yell  at  his 
wife. 

“Maybe  I  deserved  a  ticket,” 
Wong  later  said,  “I’m  not 
arguing  about  the  ticket.  I  told 
him  that.  It’s  the  harrassment  I 
can’t  take.” 

The  police  officer  later  arrest¬ 
ed  Gary  Wong,  after  radioing  for 
additional  police  assistance. 
Wong  said  that  initially,  Officer 
Nolan  did  not  tell  him  the  reason 
for  the  arrest,  and  later  mut¬ 
tered  to  Wong,  “disorderly 
conduct.” 

Nolan,  contacted  by  a  re¬ 
porter,  declined  comment  on  the 
incident. 

Wong  also  claims  that  while 
he  was  in  Nolan’s  vehicle  on  the 
way  for  booking,  the  police 
officer  said  to  him,  ‘You  Chinese 
got  a  lot  of  things  to  learn.’ 

“I  didn’t  like  that,”  Wong 
said.  ‘  ‘The  way  he  was  looking  at 
Chinese,  he  kind  of  was  discrim¬ 
inating  against  Chinese  people.
